RESULTS 


As usual, we take a few lines to explain to the new- 
comer how the scoring process for FD is computed. The 
first column of numbers indicates the # of contacts. 
made. The A and B column indicates high or low power. 
A being 5 watts or less (joke) and B less than 150 
watts. The third column tells us the number of oper- 
ators and the last number is the total points earned. 


You may notice that while we placed 7th overall, we 
were second in # of contacts. Why? The QRP class, 
limited to 5 watts, multiplies contacts by 5 and, in 
most cases, they are strictly CW efforts which allow 
another multiplication by 2!! Hence the large gap in 
our score versus the first place finisher. For some 
reason or other the League doesn't see fit to make up 
additional classes so that those groups who compete 
on an-equal basis have added incentive to compete.
